It  is 
not  just  having  this  knowledge  but  putting  it  to  the  best  possible 
use  that  elevates  Miss  Royce  from  the  status  of  the  knowledge¬ 
able  to  that  of  the  wise. 

Success  has  followed  her  many  endeavours  not  only  because  of 
her  wisdom  but  also  because  of  her  perspicacious  mind,  her  un¬ 
biased  judgment,  her  refreshing  attitudes  regarding  change,  her 


continual  strive  for  perfection  and  her  constant  geniality  towards 
every  one  of  the  thousands  of  students  who  have  come  into 
contact  with  her.  These  are  just  a  few  of  the  qualities  that  render 
her  outstanding. 

One  of  Miss  Royce  s  colleagues,  M.  Hooey,  admirably  typifies 
the  impression  she  generates  to  all  who  are  close  to  her  in  these 
words:  “Perhaps  the  best  way  of  summing  up  Miss  Royce  is  to 
say  that  she  is  a  positive,  creative  person.  She  reserves  her  energies 
for  solving  problems  and  will  not  be  a  party  to  creating  them.  In 
Faculty  or  Committee  meetings,  for  instance,  Miss  Royce  will 
rarely  be  seen  in  the  role  of  negative  critic.  If  the  issue  involves 
the  re-phrasing  of  a  regulation,  her  contribution  will  be  not  to 
tear  down  the  old  one  but  rather  to  produce  a  new  and  better 
one.  I  n  an  office  such  as  the  Registrar's  which  offers  service  to  all 
levels  within  the  University,  to  other  institutions,  and  to  the  general 
public,  frustration  is  an  inevitable  factor  to  be  dealt  with.  Miss 
Royce  is  much  too  absorbed  in  what  she  is  doing  and  interested  in 
getting  the  job  done,  and  perhaps  too  busy  too,  to  ever  become  a 
victim  of  frustration." 

As  holder  of  the  position  of  Registrar,  Miss  Royce  has  not  only 
lived  up  to  her  obligations  and  fulfilled  her  tasks  but  has  left,  as  a 
legacy,  part  of  her  genius  to  those  who  have  been  associated  with 
her.  She  has  taught  that  it  is  not  good  enough  to  do  only  what  is 
expected  of  you  but  that  it  is  essential  to  go  one  step  further. 
This  one  step  has  led  Jean  Royce  through  the  door  of  success  to 
become  an  example  of  wisdom,  integrity  and  ultimate  loyalty  to 
this  institution:  the  epitome  of  a  Queen's  lady.

JOHN  JAMES  DEUTSCH 


John  James  Deutsch  is  the  fourteenth 
Principal  of  Queen's  University  at  Kingston  as 
it  begins  its  1 28th  session. 

He  brings  to  this  University  in  which  he 
has  been  student,  teacher  and  administrator, 
the  sure  intuition  of  a  fine  teacher,  the 
probing  mind  of  a  sound  scholar,  an 
unusually  broad  familiarity  with  the 
problems  of  Canadian  universities  in  this 
exploding  decade,  a  rich  and  well-charted 
experience  of  the  winds,  currents  and  shoals 
of  the  Canadian  community. 

Born  of  New-Canadian  parents  on  the 
prairies  where  high  hopes  were  followed  by 
dark  discouragement  he  early  sensed  the 
power  of  knowledge  and  of  persistence.  His 
professional  life  has  been  divided  between  the 
public  service  and  the  universities.  In  his  first 
post  in  the  Bank  of  Canada,  he  learned  to  get 
the  facts  straight  and  distinguish  the  crucial 
from  the  peripheral.  From  the  Rowell-Sirois 
Commission  to  the  Economic  Council  of 
Canada,  his  eye  has  been  on  the  future.  In 
External  Affairs  and  Finance  his  concern 
with  trade  policy  required  him  to  travel 
widely  round  the  world  but  his  assessment  of 
people,  problems  and  prospects  ranged  far 
beyond  matters  of  trade.  As  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  Board  he  learned  to  rank  priorities 
and  to  say  no,  —  encouragingly. 

His  roots  in  Canada  and  in  Queen's 
University  are  firm  and  deep.  He  is  seized  of 
the  importance  of  education.  His  firm  and 
level  judgment  generates  a  wide  consensus. 
He  meets  change  gladly  and  confidently.  His 
eye  still  is  on  the  future.

lightheaded  and  desperate  as  life  is  beginning  or  maybe  ending. 

Some  of  the  hoods  are  Queen's  red,  others  a  blue  paler  than  any 
on  an  Oil-Thigh  flying  scarf.  Caped  like  Batman,  tassel  in  my  eye, 
tickling  like  her  hair  but  prouder  and  all  my  own,  you  grin  at  the 
mother-beaming  camera. 

You  parade  and  gaze  at  the  miniskirts  robed  as  awkwardly  as 
you,  mortarboards  tipsy  to  carry  or  wear;  your  initiation  garb 
comes  back,  and  you  are  singled  out  again  as  the  newest  to  go 
through  the  ritual.  Seated,  standing,  there  are  speeches,  hymns,  and 
middle  names  you  never  heard  before. 

The  world  stops  and  it  is  your  moment.  Kneel;  greater  than  a 
demigod,  the  Chancellor,  as  he  is  about  to  give  you  what  you 
studied,  loved,  read,  footballed  for  these  several  years  summed  up 
in  Latin  initials. 

Rise,  bachelor,  master,  doctor;  and  you  rise  no  more  a  student 
but  an  initiate,  an  equal;  always,  though  you  forget  many  things  of 
your  tenure  here,  a  graduate  of  Queen's  University  at  Kingston.

Student  government  attracted  attention  this  year:  for  the  first  time 
within  memory,  more  than  half  the  students  voted  in  an  A.M.S. 
election,  the  byelection  held  in  November  after  radicals  Chuck 
Edwards  and  Jan  Lichty  resigned  as  A.M.S.  president  and 
vice-president.  Their  replacements,  Dave  Pakrul  and  Andy  Pipe,  were 
quiet  and  competent,  but  the  rest  of  the  year  was  an  anticlimax. 

Edwards  and  Lichty  had  concentrated  their  attention  on  matters  of 
university  government,  following  up  the  appointment  of  student 
senators  with  the  opening  of  senate  meetings  to  the  public  —  a  result 
reached  after  long  consideration,  widespread  talk,  and  the  threat  of  a 
sit-in  by  the  Students  for  a  New  University.  (A  major  accomplishment 
of  the  Pakrul-Pipe  regime  was  a  change  so  that  student  senators  could 
be  elected  campus-wide.) 

The  other  major  issue  of  the  year  was  membership  in  the  Canadian 
Union  of  Students;  in  February  Queen's  voted  overwhelmingly  to 
withdraw.  The  other  issues,  such  as  support  of  the  Colour  Night 
banquet,  were  mostly  matters  of  settling  long-annoying  administrative 
problems.  The  violent  reaction  to  the  housing  crisis  early  in  the  year 
changed,  by  the  end,  to  concrete  planning  for  co-op  expansion  and  a 
400-student  building  on  Princess  Street  by  fall  1970,  as  well  as  initial 
thought  about  a  new  student  centre. 

Intense  Ross  McGregor,  the  publications  chairman,  was  elected 
A.M.S.  president  for  the  new  year,  with  Peter  Griffiths  as 
vice-president.  Their  first  innovation  was  the  division  of  student 
government  work  into  seven  areas  and  the  appointment  of  a  formal 
commissioner  for  each.

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CO-OP  WILL  TOWER  OVER  QUEEN’S 


By  the  fall  of  1970  there  will  be  still  another  alternative  to 
tenting  out.  Four  hundred  students  will  be  able  to  live  in  Kingston's 
hjghest  building,  a  twin-tower  residence  teaching  to  16  storeys 
above  Princess  Street. 

The  building,  which  will  contain  co-op  living  units  and 
apartments,  is  being  built  by  the  Alma  Mater  Society  with  money 
from  Canadian  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation  and  from  the 
university.  Almost  every  unit  in  the  building  will  have  a  split-level 
design,  and  as  a  result  four-fifths  of  the  residents  will  have  in  their 
unit  a  room  which  faces  south  toward  the  lake. 

Designed  by  Canadian  Co-op  Residences,  Inc.,  the  Princess 


Street  project  has  one  of  the  best  layouts  ever  produced  for  a  co-op 
building.  It  is  to  be  built  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Princess  and 
Division  streets. 

Besides  living  units  there  will  be  a  kitchen  and  dining  room  for 
those  who  live  in  the  co-op  areas;  general  purpose  rooms  of  various 
kinds;  and  inside  parking.  If  possible  part  of  the  ground-floor  area 
will  be  leased  for  commercial  space. 

A  more  long-range  A.M.S.  project  is  a  new  student  centre, 
hopefully  to  be  built  within  a  few  years.  The  location  and  financing 
are  still  unknown,  but  committees  are  making  the  preliminary 
plans.

The  Saturnalia  of  Queen's  students  is  Snowball  Week,  time  off 
from  biology  books  and  bunsen  burners  to  build  air-castles  in 
snow,  watch  well-stacked  queens  parade  across  the  whistled-at 
stage,  dance  crepe-surrounded  in  the  Union  vibrating  so  you  can 
hear  it  a  block  away,  and  drink  to  a  warm,  icy,  girl-laden  oblivion. 

For  once  in  the  year  student  government  condescends  to  the 
students,  puts  on  more  dances  than  anyone  can  oscillate  through, 
sponsors  happily  obscene  sports  and  sometimes  sculptures,  gives 
the  campus  a  big-busted  blonde  goddess  of  its  own.  The 
intellectually  ambitious  hear  politicians  defend  themselves 
against  debaters'  fancily-phrased  attack,  and  the  leader  of  the 
opposition  gets  (like  his  votes)  a  fraction  of  the  screams  that 
greeted  the  prime  minister. 

The  Snowball  joy  overflowed  once,  for  those  who  went  to  see 
the  horror  movies  were  intent  on  a  greater  horror  of  their  own, 
and  made  it  with  smashing  bottles  and  windows.  Students  felt

Queen's  took  a  Saturday  and  showed  off  like  a  kid  with  its  very 
own  dollhouse:  a  tenth-of-a-billion-dollar  dollhouse  with  real 
coffee-pouring  dolls. 

The  physics  department  displayed  its  perennial  Foucault 
pendulum,  pendulous  as  always,  and  economics  people  displayed 
money  for  tuition-poor  parents  to  gaze  at.  (Twelve  thousand  parents, 
Kingstonians  and  people  came  to  see  all  the  displays,  and  the 
exhausted  committee  declared  itself  satisfied.) 

People  got  happily  sick  watching  "The  Birth  of  a  Baby",  but  the 
mock  parliament  was  cancelled  at  the  last  moment  —  because  of  a  lack 
of  confidence  in  the  government,  it  was  rumoured.  A  few  bigwigs  from 
thereat  government  came  by  as  well. 

For  people  who  weren't  turned  on  by  atom-smashers  and  open-pit 
mining  equipment  (or  cancerous  lung  displays  to  discourage 
hard-bitten  alumni  from  taking  up  smoking),  there  were  lectures  on 
religion  and  mathematics  and  things,  and  the  art  centre  put  itself  on 
display.  People  who  didn't  want  to  go  outside  and  watch  Queen's  live 
could  stay  inside  and  watch  it  on  film. 

The  twelve  thousand  were  urged  to  start  at  Grant  Hall  and  follow 
tours,  marked  off  by  colours  (some  of  the  signs  were  still  up  a  week 
later  —  nobody  had  enough  energy  left  to  take  them  down)  according 
to  their  favourite  fetish:  humanities  and  social  science,  pure  science, 
applied  science,  health  science,  and  (blush)  general. 


Thus  not  even  McNeill  House  was 
overlooked  by  the  swarm.  Slightly  newer 
buildings  such  as  Jeffrey  Hall  (the 
mathematics  building,  not  then  open)  got  a 
little  of  its  reflected  glory.  The  real  centre  of 
attention  was  the  film  on  the  mining 
engineering  department's  Carol  Lake 
iron  ore  operation.  There  were  no  serious 
injuries  in  the  frantic  mob  scene  as  hundreds 
clamoured  to  tour  Jackson  Lounge. 

There  were  far  more  displays  than 
anyone  had  time  to  see  in  the  seven  hours  of 
Open  House.  The  committee  (gas 
combustion  engines  in  mechanical 
engineering)  headed  by  Rosemary  Leese  — 
who,  with  her  life's  work  accomplished,  can 
now  graduate  —  (lights  flashing  in  the 
computing  centre),  agreed  to  hold  another 
Open  House  (music spinning  in  C.F.R.C.)  in 
two  years  or  so  (a  moot  court  session  in  the 
law  building)  and  Rosemary  said  she'd  come 
back  to  see  it  (language  lab  sessions  in 
Kingston  Hall).  And  it  really  was  that 
confusing. 
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You  have  doubtless  been 
told,  as  have  generations 
of  students  before  you, 
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that  in  coming  to  university  you 
leave  behind  the  carefree  path  of  youth 
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and  embark  on  the  perilous  journey  of  real  life.

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FOOTBALL 
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THE  YEAR  OF  THE  SUPER-TEAM 


Great  anticipation  marked  the  approach  of  the  1968 
inter-collegiate  football  season  as  league  expansion,  the 
prospect  of  bringing  the  Yates  Cup  back  from  Toronto  and 
of  going  to  the  College  Bowl  promised  new  entertainments 
for  the  fall  term. 

This  could  well  go  down  as  the  year  of  the  Super-team  in 
the  S.I.F.L.  Queen's,  Toronto  and  Western  were  all  loaded 
with  talent,  McGill  was  reputed  to  be  vastly  improved  and 
McMaster  was  entering  the  league  one  year  after  fielding  the 
greatest  team  in  that  school's  history. 

Pre-season  reports  out  of  Toronto  as  to  the  depth  of  the 
Varsity  squad  left  the  impression  that  a  game  with  the  Blues 
would  present  a  spectacle  of  gridiron  overkill.  The 
defending  league  champions  were  indeed  loaded  but  so 
were  the  Gaels  and  so  were  the  Mustangs.  These  three  teams 
were  in  fact  quite  well  balanced  and  the  first  and  last  games 
of  the  regular  season,  both  at  home  with  Western  and 
Toronto,  respectively,  promised  to  be  exciting  as  well  as  all 
important  to  the  Gaels'  title  hopes. 

An  exhibition  game  with  the  Gael  Grads  on  September 
14  highlighted  the  pre-season  schedule.  Former  greats  such 
as  Cal  Conner,  Gary  Schrieder,  Lou  Bruce,  Pete  Thompson, 
Robin  Ritchie  and  others  came  back  to  Richardson 
Stadium  and  sorely  tested  the  1969  Gaels  although  the 
'youngsters'  did  prevail  by  a  27-8  score.

Pre-season  prognostications  had  U.  of  T. 
selected  as  the  favourite  to  take  league 
honours.  The  basis  for  this,  however,  was  all 
on  paper.  Many  of  the  Gaels  considered 
Western  the  team  to  beat. 

Their  premonition  of  facing  a  hard  time 
at  the  hands  of  the  Mustangs  was  well 
founded.  At  half-time,  Queen's  had  yet  to 
score  a  touchdown  as  they  were  losing  1 0-2. 

But  the  gods  were  smiling  on  the  Gaels 
that  afternoon.  After  a  drive  which  had 
been  kept  alive  by  a  successful  faked 
punt-passing  play,  Queen's  scored  on  a 
Bayne  to  Van  Buskirk  pass.  A  short  while 
later,  middle  linebacker  Theron  Craig 
blocked  a  punt  deep  in  Western  territory, 
setting  up  another  score. 

In  the  fourth  quarter,  sensational  rookie 
halfback  Skip  Eaman  ran  back  a  punt  70 
yards  for  a  stunning  third  touchdown, 
which  gave  Queen's  a  22-10  lead.  The 
Mustangs  scored  again  and  late  in  the  game 
tried  to  put  together  what  would  have  been 
a  game-winning  scoring  drive  but  the  tough 
Queen's  defense  stymied  them  to  preserve 
the  five  point  margin. 


35-0!! 


On  Oct.  5,  Queen's  went  up  against  the 
top  ranked  Varsity  Blues  in  Toronto.  The 
Gaels  had  displayed  great  promise  in  their 
first  three  games  but  they  still  had  to  prove 
themselves  against  the  Blues.  It  had  been 
Toronto  who,  the  year  before,  twice  beat 
the  highly  rated  1967  Queen's  team  to 
deny  them  the  Yates  Cup. 

Perhaps  inspired  by  the  desire  to  avenge 
themselves  of  the  previous  year's 
embarrassment  at  the  hands  of  the  Blues, 
the  Gaels  demolished  Varsity,  running  up  a 
27-0  lead  in  the  first  half.  The  hapless 
Varsity  squad  could  do  nothing  in  the  face 
of  the  overpowering  efficiency  of  both 
Queen's  offensive  and  defensive 
machinery.  Even  the  35-0  final  score  did 
not  fully  reflect  the  totality  of  the  Gaels' 
domination. 

Reserve  halfback  Alan  Strader, 
substituting  for  injured  veteran  Jamie 
Johnston  was  particularly  outstanding  in 
rushing  for  133  yards  and  scoring  two 
touchdowns.  Skip  Eaman  also  scored 
twice,  while  end  Don  McIntyre  added  the 
remaining  major. 
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REDMEN-UGH  !! 


Having  disposed  of  Western  and  Toronto  on 
consecutive  weekends,  the  Gaels  went  into  the 
Homecoming  game  on  Oct.  12  facing  the  happy 
prospect  of  being  able  to  coast  through  the  rest 
of  their  schedule,  which,  with  the  exception  of 
the  last  game  of  the  season  against  U.  of  T., 
would  be  against  considerably  weaker 
opposition. 

McGill  was  to  be  the  first  of  these  'weaker 
opponents'.  Apparently,  the  Redmen  had  not 
been  told.  They  refused  to  co-operate. 

Queen's  ran  up  a  21-10  half-time  lead  but  the 
Redmen  came  back  strong  in  the  third  period, 
largely  behind  the  running  of  their  fullback, 
Dave  Fleiszer.  Two  touchdowns  gave  them  a 
three  point  lead  and  then  their  defense  took  over. 
The  Gaels  were  kept  off  the  scoreboard  for  the 
last  seven  minutes  of  the  game  while  the  McGill 
defenders  forced  them  to  concede  two  safety 
touches.  The  28-21  loss  meant  that  the  Gaels 
could  not  afford  to  lose  another  game. 


NOT  GREAT... 

The  Gaels  next  entertained  one  of  their  new  league  rivals, 
Waterloo  University  Warriors  on  Oct.  22.  The  strength  of  the 
Warriors  was  a  commodity  unknown  to  Queen's.  However, 
Waterloo  had  proven  the  validity  of  their  S.I.F.L.  credentials  the 
week  before  in  recording  an  impressive  tie  with  Varsity. 

The  Warriors,  however,  were  to  find  little  to  bolster  their 
collective  ego  that  afternoon  in  Richardson  Stadium.  Two  early 
touchdowns  by  Queen's  fullback  Heino  Lilies  set  the  tone  for  the

game.  The  Gaels  dominated  throughout.  Five  Waterloo  fumbles 
aided  the  Tricolor  cause,  especially  three  which  set  up  Queen's 
touchdowns.  Quarterback  Don  Bayne  was  superb  with  his 
passing,  completing  18  of  29  for  308  yards  and  two  touchdowns. 

The  Gaels  had  not  displayed  much  excellence  but  the  33-17 
win  was  satisfying  none  the  less.  Besides,  everyone's  concern  was 
with  the  following  week's  rematch  with  McGill. 
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WELL,  WE  WON 

After  a  while,  one  arrived  at  the  impression 
that  McGill  Fullback  Dave  Fleiszer  received 
some  special  thrill  in  carrying  the  ball  through 
Queen's  defense.  Why  else  would  he  do  it  so 
often  and  so  well? 

Fleiszer's  running  and  that  of  his 
backfield  mate  Dave  Doherty  were  the  major 
factors  in  McGill's  building  a  shocking  13-0 
half-time  lead.  The  Gaels  were  consistently 
stymied  by  the  Redmen  both  ways  and  it 
was  obvious  that  they  would  be  hard  pressed 
to  come  back. 

In  the  third  quarter,  Skip  Eaman  got 
things  started  with  his  weekly  broken  field 
spectacular,  this  time  a  brilliant  50  yard 
punt  return  for  the  Gaels'  first  touchdown. 
Later,  an  inspired  reception  by  flanker  Tom 
Chown  perpetuated  a  drive  which  set  up  the 
Gaels'  second  touchdown.  The  successful 
conversion  gave  the  Queen's  team  a  short 
lived  one  point  lead  as  a  McGill  field  goal 
shortly  after  tied  the  score. 

Time  was  running  out  as  Queen's 
mounted  one  last  drive  in  an  attempt  to 
salvage  a  victory  over  the  Redmen.  A  50 
yard  touchdown  run  from  scrimmage  by 
Skip  Eaman  was  nullified  by  a  penalty  but 
finally,  with  27  seconds  remaining,  Eaman 
punted  the  ball  through  the  end-zone  from 
McGill's  23  yard  line  for  the  winning  point. 
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A  MERE  FORMALITY... 


The  entire  season  was  now  focused  on  the  final  game  of  the 
season  in  Kingston  against  the  Blues.  But  that  was  one  week 
away.  Before  that  climax  could  be  reached  the  Gaels  had  to  go 
through  the  formality  of  playing  McMaster  in  Hamilton  Nov.  2. 

The  Marauders'  fine  team  of  the  previous  season  had  been 
devastated  by  graduation.  They  now  had  little  to  offer  against  a 
Queen's  machine  that  was  in  high  gear,  moving  into  the  home 
stretch  in  the  drive  towards  the  national  championship. 

The  concept  may  be  a  bit  overwhelming  but  the  Gaels  simply 
took  turns  scoring  touchdowns.  Eight  of  them.  Skip  Eaman  got  a 
bit  carried  away  and  scored  twice  but  otherwise  the  distribution 
was  made  charitably  among  seven  players.  At  least  one  other 
touchdown  was  called  back.  The  final  score  was  54-7.  Enough  said. 


THE  YATES 
COMES  HOME 


As  in  the  first  game  with  Toronto,  the 
Gaels'  defense  was  brilliant,  refusing  to 
concede  a  touchdown  as  they  consistently 
blessed  their  offensive  teammates  with 
excellent  field  position. 

It  was  a  cold,  wet  afternoon  and  the  field 
quickly  became  a  quagmire  under  dozens  of 
pounding  hooves.  Queen's  game  plan, 
offensively,  was  to  keep  the  ball  on  the 
ground.  Or  rather  in  the  mud.  Heino  Lilies 
pounded  for  136  yards  and  a  touchdown  to 
spark  the  attack.  Ron  Clark  scored  the  other 
and  the  defense  did  the  rest,  helped  out  by 
some  excellent  signal  calling  on  the  part  of 
Don  Bayne,  who  kept  the  Blues  guessing  all 
afternoon. 

Two  fieldgoals  was  all  that  Varsity  could 
scrape  together.  The  Gaels'  superb  ground 
game  and  defensive  play  made  the  14-6 
margin  a  winning  one. 

And  thus  did  the  Gaels,  for  the  fifth  time 
in  eight  years,  win  the  Yates  Cup. 


ALMOST  THERE!! 

But  the  season  wasn't  over.  A  new 
wrinkle  had  been  added;  a  bonafide  national 
championship. 

The  Gaels,  as  winners  of  the  S.I.F.L., 
entered  the  play-downs  for  the  Vanier  Cup. 
Before  the  Grand  Finale  Nov.  22  in  Toronto, 
they  were  required  to  play  the  University  of 
Manitoba,  winners  of  the  Western 
Conference,  in  a  semi-final.  In  Winnipeg.  On 
Nov.  16. 

Fortunately,  there  wasn't  any  snow. 
Queen's  struck  early  as  Don  Bayne  passed  on 
third  down  from  the  Bison's  five  yard  line  to 
Skip  Eaman  in  the  end  zone. 

The  Manitobans  produced  cause  for 
worry  at  the  nine  minute  mark  as  their 
diminutive  halfback  Dennis  Hrycaiko  scored 
a  major  on  a  105  yard  punt  return.  The 
glory  was  short  lived,  however,  as  the  Gaels' 
Brian  Donnelly  took  the  ensuing  kickoff  to 
the  Bisons'  three  yard  line,  setting  up,  the 
nullifying  score. 

Heino  Lilies  and  the  Gaels'  defense  shared 
in  dominating  the  rest  of  the  game.  The 
powerful  fullback  scored  two  touchdowns. 
A  Don  Bayne  to  Tom  Chown  pass  produced 
the  other  major  for  Queen's  as  the  Bisons 
were  shut  out  after  Hrycaiko's  run.  The  final 
score  read  29-6.  As  a  result,  for  the  first 
time,  Queen's  was  in  the  College  Bowl.

The  whole  beautiful  season  was  capped  off  quite 
brilliantly  with  the  College  Bowl,  Nov.  22. 

The  Gaels  took  advantage  of  nation  wide  television 
coverage  to  display  their  wares  to  the  entire  country  while 
overwhelming  Waterloo  Lutheran  42- 14. 

After  spotting  the  Hawks  a  quick  six  points  by  fumbling  a 
punt  in  the  end  zone  early  in  the  game,  the  Gaels  took 
absolute  control,  scoring  three  touchdowns  before  halftime 
on  two  scoring  passes  to  Don  MacIntyre  and  a  ten  yard  run 
by  Heino  Lilies. 

Dominating  play  throughout  the  second  half  as  well,  the 
Gaels  scored  two  more  touchdowns  on  short  runs  by  Skip 
Eaman  before  Lutheran  scored  their  second  and  last 
touchdown  late  in  the  game. 

Not  to  be  outdone.  Queen's  finished  the  game's  scoring  by 
taking  the  ball  on  the  ensuing  kickoff  for  a  quick  43  yard 
march  into  the  end  zone. 

Don  Bayne's  brilliant  calls  and  flawless  execution  had 
dazzled  everyone  all  night.  His  last  touchdown  pass  as  a  Gael 
was  cute  and  quick,  to  Dick  Van  Busk  irk  from  one  yard  out.

HEAD  FOOTBALL  COACH  1939  TO  INFINITY 


It  was  a  happy  day  for  football  at  Queen's  when 
Frank  Tindall  was  lured  from  what  he  refers  to  as  the 
Old  Country  to  the  Old  Ontario  Strand. 

His  first  visit  lasted  only  one  year  —  World  War  Two 
intervened  —  but  when  he  returned  in  1948  he  was  to 
become  as  much  a  fixture  of  the  campus  scene  as  Grant 
Hall.  It  was  not  until  1955  that  his  charges  won  a 
football  championship  but  once  he  found  the  formula 
(good  players,  in  depth)  his  teams  won  the  Yates  Cup 
seven  times,  five  in  the  last  eight  years,  climaxed  with 
the  Vanier  Cup  in  1968,  emblematic  of  the  first  truly 
national  Canadian  Inter-Collegiate  football 
championship. 

The  success  that  has  attended  the  Kindly  Old 
Mentor's  efforts  is  due  as  much  to  his  personality  as  to 
his  football  genius  and  he  is  recognized  as  a  virtuoso  of 
the  gridiron.  He  has  a  way  with  people  of  all  ages  and 
his  is  a  man  of  infinite  patience  and  good  humour. 

A  man  of  wide  interest  and  aptitude,  he  is  a  born 
naturalist  and  outdoorsman.  He  likes  to  fish,  he  has  a 
natural  curiosity  about  animals,  flowers  and  the  woods. 
He  is  a  bit  of  an  artist  and  raconteur  and  homespun 
philosopher.  Most  of  all  he  is  a  happy  man,  doing  what 
he  likes  best,  and  this  is  reflected  in  his  attitude  towards 
life  and  people  and  in  the  kind  of  teams  he  develops. 

Last  fall  he  was  feted  by  his  former  players,  many  of 
whom  had  gone  on  to  perform  and  star  in  professional 
ranks,  who  came  from  far  and  near  to  pay  him  homage. 
In  his  own  way  Frank  has  contributed  in  large  measure 
to  what  is  known  as  the  Queen's  spirit.  He  is  a  credit  to 
this  University.

That  field  is  the  home  of  the  Golden  Rugger  Gaels,  the 
O.Q.A.A.  semi-champions  in  1968-69.  Several  Saturdays  each 
fall,  visiting  teams  test  the  mettle  of  Queen's  ruggermen  in  games 
which  spectators  feel  are  ungoverned  by  rules,  laws  or  order. 
Actually,  rugger  is  governed  by  a  strict  etiquette,  which  dictates 
the  amount  paid  to  the  referee  and  the  songs  performed  at 
post-game  tea  parties,  among  other  things. 

The  semi-champion  Gaels,  who  narrowly  missed  defeating 
Toronto's  Univarsity  Vipers  in  a  televised  sports  spectacular  last 
fall,  were  one  of  the  the  most  powerful  teams  ever  produced  by 
Queen's.

The  outlook  appeared  bright  for  the  Soccer  Gaels  when  they 
returned  to  campus  in  September.  Twelve  veterans  from  last  year's 
championship  team  were  returning,  and  an  impressive  array  of  new 
talent  was  ready  to  fill  in  the  few  vacated  spaces. 

Fate  decreed  otherwise  —  in  the  league  opener,  a 
much-improved  University  of  Montreal  team  defeated  the  Gaels  for 
the  first  time  in  history,  and  the  Carleton  Ravens  added  insult  to 
injury  by  handing  a  tired  Queen's  squad  their  second  straight  loss.

A  FAST  GROWING  REPUTATION 


Queen's  track  team  continued  building  its  fast  growing 
reputation  as  one  of  the  top  teams  in  Canadian  inter-collegiate 
track.  Veteran  performers  such  as  Brian  Donnelly,  Dave  Ellis 
and  Tim  Baker,  along  with  more  recent  arrivals  such  as 
shot-put  champ  Bob  Lingwood  turned  in  a  long  string  of  fine 
performances  over  the  fall  outdoor  and  winter  indoor  seasons. 

The  fall  season  was  highlighted  by  the  O.Q.A.A.  meet  Oct.

CHAMPIONSHIP  LOST 

League  expansion  proved  to  be  less  than 
a  blessing  for  the  Gaels'  basketball  team  as, 
for  the  first  team  in  three  years,  Queen's 
failed  to  win  the  O.Q.A.A.  Eastern  division 
championship,  losing  it  this  year  to  new 
rival  Carleton  Ravens. 

Carleton  and  Ottawa  U.  came  in  and  U. 
de  M.  dropped  out,  making  a  different  and 
more  interesting  schedule. 

Queen's  traditional  problem,  lack  of 
height,  was  relieved  somewhat  this  year  by  a 
promising  turnout  of  towering  freshmen. 
Two  in  particular,  Paul  Howard  and  Barry 
Beale,  were  to  prove  fine  additions  to  the 
Gaels'  starting  contingent,  complimenting 
well  veterans  Ron  Walsh,  Ted  Waring  and 
Jim  Crozier. 

A  season-starting  road  trip  to  Ottawa 
left  the  Gaels  with  no  delusions  as  to  the 
type  of  competition  their  new  league  rivals 
could  provide.  Small  and  inexperienced 
Ottawa  U.  proved  not  to  be  a  contender 
but  Carleton  demonstrated  finesse, 
aggressiveness  and  coaching  prowess  which 
the  Gaels  were  unaccustomed  to  handling. 

The  early  loss  to  the  Ravens  set  the  tone 
for  the  entire  season  as  it  was  spent 
entirely  in  anticipation  of  the  rematch  and 
of  the  two  games  with  traditional  rival 
McGill,  all  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Gaels  went 
through  a  long  string  of  exhibitions  and 
other  league  games,  during  which  they 
demonstrated  lack  of  consistency.  Their 
inability  to  jell  into  a  smooth  functioning 
unit  plagued  them,  hindering  their  scoring 
effectiveness  and  confusing  the  big  rookies. 
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BEAUTIFUL  IN  DEFEAT 

The  last  three  games  of  the  season  were  classics.  Unfortunately  the 
Gaels  lost  all  of  them.  But  they  were  beautiful  in  defeat. 

Shooting  phenomenally.  Queen's  exploded  for  52  points  in  the 
first  half  against  McGill  in  Montreal,  but  the  Redmen  were  equally 
inspired  as  they  tallied  50  themselves.  They  went  on  in  the  second 
half  to  run  away  with  the  scorers'  battle,  in  spite  of  a  37  point 
performance  by  Ron  Walsh,  and  won  105-83  with  their  centre,  Nasko 
Golomeev,  scoring  56. 

One  week  later,  in  Kingston,  the  Gaels  had  their  rematch  with 
Carleton.  Again,  they  came  close  but  victory  proved  beyond  their 
grasp  and  the  Ravens  prevailed  to  clinch  the  Eastern  title. 

The  Gaels'  last  chance  to  achieve  a  play-off  spot  came  one  week 
later  as  they  entertained  McGill  in  the  last  game  of  the  season.  Afoul 
shot  with  time  run  out  sent  the  game  into  overtime  before  the  Gaels 
finally  succumbed  by  a  point,  98-97.

For  Bob  Carnegie's  Hockey  Gaels, 
1968-69  was  another  building  year.

A  broken  rudder  and  poor 
sailing  knocked  the  Queen's  duo  out  of  the 
first  three  races,  but  the  fourth  race  looked 
to  be  different.  Starting  in  last  place,  the 
Queen's  entry  had  worked  their  way  up 
into  the  second  spot  and  were  closing  in  on 
the  leader  on  a  downwind  reach  —  until  the 
mast  collapsed  and  Phil  ended  up 
swimming  behind  the  boat.  This  also 
collapsed  Queen's  last  hopes  of  a  repeat 
championship. 
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SWIMMERS  ENJOY 
MIXED  SUCCESS 


Gavin  Reid's  Aqua-Gaels  had  mixed 
success  in  inter-collegiate  swimming 
competition  this  year.  Several  early  defeats 
at  York  and  Sir  George  Williams  were 
followed  by  a  narrow  loss  to  Guelph  in  a 
tri-meet  in  January.  The  Gaels  downed 
three  other  teams  prior  to  bowing  to  the 
strong  Guelph  squad.  Losses  to  McGill  and 
Toronto  in  dual  meets  were  softened 
somewhat  by  a  first-time-ever  defeat  of 
Plattsburg  in  the  last  competition  held  in 
the  old  pool. 

Fine  individual  performances  by  the 
likes  of  Stu  Campbell,  Gord  Hurd,  and  Len 
Minty  lead  the  Gaels  to  a  creditable 
showing  at  the  O.Q.A.A.  competition  in 
February. 

Well,  it  will  be  hard  going 
without  a  pool  —  Gavin's  ulcers  will 
probably  last  longer. 
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WRESTLING 


A  good  nucleus  of  returning  veterans 
and  a  large  number  of  talented  newcomers 
seemed  to  bode  well  for  Queen's  mat-men, 
and  raised  hopes  for  a  possible 
championship.  These  hopes  did  not  last 
long.  Injuries,  other  activities,  and 
academic  pressure  took  their  toll,  and  the 
large  squad  was  quickly  pared  below 
minimum  strength.  This  resulted  in 
defaults  which  cost  the  Wrestling  Gaels 
several  competitions. 

Queen's  hosted  its  first  Invitational 
Wrestling  Meet  this  year.  The  squad 
showed  well,  finishing  second  behind 
Waterloo,  but  the  default  jinx  was  still  on.

This  year  Queen's  Judo  coach,  Jim 
Heron,  found  himself  with  a  rookie-laden 
squad  due  to  the  ravages  of  exams. 
Despite  this  problem,  the  judo  team  was 
able  to  present  a  creditable  record  this 
year,  splitting  competitions  against  more 
experienced  R.M.C.  and  R.C.A.F.  teams. 
The  O.Q.A.A.  tournament  results  are  still  a 
mystery,  due  to  a  lack  of  coverage  and 
co-operation  on  all  sides. 


QUEEN’S  CURLERS 
SECOND  STRAIGHT 
O.Q.A.A.  CROWN 


For  the  second  consecutive  year  a 
Queen's  rink  skipped  by  Don  Campbell  has 
captured  the  O.Q.A.A.  curling  title. 
Campbell's  quartet  finished  second  in  the 
first  half  of  the  competition,  dropping  a 
single  game  to  an  Ottawa  rink.  But  they 
swept  through  the  second  round 
undefeated  to  retain  their  championship.

Despite  the  fact  that  the  Queen's 
Gymnastics  Team  lacked  a  coach  for  the 
second  straight  year,  their  season  was  a 
success.

For  the  first  time  in  twenty  years,  the 
Queen's  ski  team  captured  the  O.Q.A.A. 
four-way  skiing  championship. 

The  competition  was  spread  over  two 
weeks,  the  Nordic  championship  being  held 
at  Mt.  St.  Hilaire,  with  the  Slalom  and 
Giant  Slalom  being  staged  at  Mt.  Sutton. 
Led  by  Chip  Drury's  fine  performance,  the 
Nordic  team  of  Drury,  Rob  Hazen,  Pete

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The  year  began  for  THE  QUEEN'S 
JOURNAL  with  what  Canadian  University 
Press  called  "the  most  exciting  experiment 
in  campus  journalism",  a  combined 
magazine  and  newspaper  on  Tuesdays  as  well 
as  the  usual  Friday  newspaper.  Exciting 
concept,  but  unpopular  politics,  and  in 
November  editor  Wilf  Day  and  three  of  his 
senior  staff  resigned. 

Prince  of  darkness  Bill  Martin  was  the 
new  editor,  who  at  once  ushered  in  the 
Golden  Age  and  began  puzzling  readers  with 
Agnes,  sheep  and  broccoli.  This  aureate 
mindlessness  received  at  least  its  due  share  of 
protest,  but  managed  to  survive  the  year. 

There  was  a  fair  amount  of  other 
mindlessness,  such  as  all-night  layout 
sessions  followed  by  dawn  trips  to 
Gananoque,  home  of  this  year's  printer.  The 
offset  process  used  had  its  drawbacks  but 
also  made  creative  layout  and  art  easier  to 
print  than  before.  Travel  also  included  the 
Canadian  University  Press  national 
conference  and  its  Ontario  regional 
conference. 

Special  credits  appeared  regularly, 
warning  the  campus  which  maniacs  were 
loose  each  week.  The  Journal  also  carried 
arts,  sports,  features  and  some  news. 

At  times  the  Journal  office  seemed  the 
headquarters  for  a  job-printing  business,  as 
staffers  helped  produce  the  A.M.S.  Forum, 
faculty  journals,  various  pamphlets,  posters, 
and  flyers,  and  two  Journal  extras  under 
other  titles.  Observers  pointed  out  that 
Schwier  has  printers'  ink  in  his  veins  already. 
What  he  has  in  his  head  isn't  so  clear,  Cathy 
muttered.

GOLDEN  AGE  BI-WEEKLY  CLARION  &  BUGLE 
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Golden  Words'  third  year  of  existence 
was  marked  by  a  consolidation  of  resources, 
if  not  by  extreme  unorthodoxy  of  content. 
1968-1969  saw  the  physical  production  of 
the  paper  finally  advancing  out  of  the  Dark 
Ages,  due  in  part  to  a  link-up  with  the 
Engineering  Graphics  Department. 

The  Engineering  Society  publication  did, 
however,  spring  some  new  ideas  into  the 
Queen's  scene.  Some  of  the  more 
noteworthy  items  were: 

*An  "Arts  option  anti-calendar"  which 
reviewed  the  Arts  courses  open  to 
Engineers. 

*A  lengthly  series  on  the  different  branches 
of  Engineering  at  Queen's. 

*Co-ed  of  the  Week. 

*  Interviews  with  some  of  Queen's  more 
controversial  professors. 

*And  last  but  not  lease,  a  home-brew  beer 
contest,  in  which  G.W.'s  recipe  somehow 
omitted  sugar ! 

In  keeping  with  the  conservative  spirit  of 
the  Engineering  Society,  Golden  Words 
stayed  close  to  home  in  news  coverage  and 
spent  little  time  on  the  Student  Power 
movement.  A  constantly-recurring  theme, 
however,  was  the  overhaul  of  the 
Engineering  curriculum  through  existing 
student-staff  committees,  curriculum  boards, 
etc. 

Surprisingly  enough,  the  paper  became 
the  only  campus-wide  publication  with  a 
circulation  of  a  mere  1500.  The  sight  of 
Artsmen  scrambling  around  Engineering 
buildings  in  search  of  Golden  Words  on 
alternate  Monday  mornings  was  enough  to 
warm  the  heart  of  even  the  most 
computer-crazed  Engineer.

QUEEN’S  UNIVERSITY  ON  THE  AIR 

Radio  Station  C.F.R.C.  was  first 
established  in  1922  as  an  experimental 
broadcast  station  and  became  a  licensed 
operation  under  its  present  call  letters  in 
1923.  It  was,  after  C.F.C.F.  in  Montreal,  the 
second  radio  station  established  in  Canada. 
Since  then  C.F.R.C.  has  become  the  voice  of 
Queen's  University,  and  a  pioneer  in  North 
American  college  broadcasting.  It  is  the  only 
university  radio  station  in  Canada  with  both 
A.M.  and  F.M. 

C.F.R.C.  is  presently  operated  by  staff 
and  students  of  Queen's  University,  with 
students  taking  the  lead  in  all  on-air 
programming  under  the  supervision  of 
Station  Manager  A.K.  Marshall  and  a  student 
executive. 

Programming  includes  such  popular  items 
as  ''Classics  by  Request",  "Nocturne",  and 
the  live  Golden  Gael  Football  game 
broadcasts.  In  1968  C.F.R.C.  broadcasted  all 
Gael  games  including  the  Western  College 
Bowl  from  Winnipeg,  Manitoba.  C.R.F.C. 
was  there  ....  live! 

The  C.F.R.C.  Student  Radio  Club  draws 
its  membership  from  all  areas  of  the 
university  student  population.  Members  are 
trained  as  announcers,  operators  and 
transmitter  engineers  as  well  as  writers  and 
editors.  Membership  now  exceeds  150 
students,  so  one  might  say  that  the  club,  and 
C.F.R.C.  programming,  are  thriving.  The 
club  offers  opportunities  for  news  writers 
and  reporters,  as  well  as  opportunities  for 
people  interested  in  all  facets  of  music  and 
public  affairs. 

During  the  academic  year  C.F.R.C. 
broadcasts  between  Thursday  and  Sunday 
on  A.M.  at  1490  k.h.z.  and  on  F.M.  at  91.9 
m.h.z.  with  powers  of  100  and  1,270  watts 
respectively.  Studios  are  located  in  the 
basement  of  Carruthers  Hall,  and  interested 
students  may  drop  in  anytime  to  enquire 
about  joining  the  Student  Radio  Club.

Although  the 
circulation  is  small,  its  pretentions  have 
expanded  considerably  and  since  it 
operates  throughout  the  Summer  vacation, 
it  has  begun  to  cater  to  Summer  School  as 
well  as  making  several  sallies  into  the 
undergraduate  market  and  through  K.&W. 
Books  into  the  city. 

An  expanded  readership  has  led  to  a 
more  flexible  editorial  policy  this  year  and 
to  the  preponderance  of  articles  of  a  more 
general  interest  —  and  incidentally  to  some 
of  the  most  successful  issues  that  GAVEL 
has  ever  produced.
